After  quoting  largely  from  Henry 
\Oeorge  s  works,  the  Vh  XChaneellorsays 
A^The  sentiment*  ami  expressions  eon- 
Uimd  in  this  !m h . k  are  love  Id  at  the 
foundation  of  law  and  custom*  as  they 
have  existed  for  i  wilufi.-*  ;  they  are  lev¬ 
elled  at  principles  which  in  all  ages  have 
been  fostered  as  the  foremost  Incentives 
to  human  action  and  which  have  Keen 
regarded  a*  the  very  bulwarks  of  freedom 
and  Stability  amongst  the  nations  of  the 
:»rth.  Indeed,  in  one  sentence  it  may  be 
said  that  nothing,  excepting  only  the 
LJoajiel.  has  done  so  much  towards  lifting 
man  from  the  degrading  superstition  and 
slavery’  of  heathenism  as  the  possibility, 
by  generous  effort,  of  acquiring  a  foothold 
upon  the  soil,  which  shall  l»e  his  own  and 
descend  to  his  posterity. 

‘  Rut  odr  author,”  continues  the  Vice 
Chancellor,  ••  by  a  strike  of  the  pen  or  an 
act  of  legislation,  would  sweep  away 
ry  thought  or  sentiment  or  link  which 
binds  individuals  lo  locality,  to  home,  to 
society  or  to  government,  and  send  them 
adrift  without  rbdder  or  sail,  or  guiding 
•star  or  beacon  light,  or  a  tent  or  shelter, 
or  a  cabin  for  Mins,  If  or  Ids  little  ones. 

“  Take  away  this  inducement  to  lal/or 
say  to  the  farmer:  YoU  have  no  more 
right  to  plough  and  sow  a  given  Held  of 
grain  than  any  other  or  the  millions  who 
tread  the  earth,  or  ir  you  do  and  die  be¬ 
fore  you  gather,  strangers  may  enter  and 
reap,  and  your  children,  for  whom  you 
have  wrought,, may  go  crying  for  bread, 
then,  indeed,  will  the  sweet 
reviving  life,  giving  sunshine  to  our  pres¬ 
ent  Civilization,  disappear  more  rapidly 
than  did  the  Unman  s,  at  the  appearance 
of  the  Goths  and  \  anduls.  Our  laws  and 
customs  will  not  permit  us  to  look  at  this 
in  any  other  light;  these  laws  and  cus¬ 
toms  nmv  stand  upon  a  false  foundation, 
ami  may  shed  a  misleading  light,  but  to 
ignore  the  fact  of  their  existence,  and 
their  influence,  cannot  be  thought  of  for 
a  moment,  and  much  less  are  we  inclined 
to  /ignore  them  when  we  eonsidei  that 
they  have  the  sanction  of  the  wisest  men 
of  past  generations." 

Another  branch  of  the  case  considered 
1*3-  the  Vice-Cnancetlor  was  the  hearing 
the  matter  has  upon  the  freedom  of  speech 
ami  the  liberty  of  the  press.  “I  fear,” 
says  he,  ••  that  it  would  lie  aiming  a  blow 
st  the  liberty  of  speech  and  ft^cdom  of 
discussion.  The  preset  t  ad  vanced  stage 
of  rivilizntfcm  has  no  other  bond  so  se¬ 
curely  sealed,  no  other  bond  cemented 
bv  so  many  previous,  yet  sometimes  oon- 
II 1  fling  interests  as  the  bond  that  vouch¬ 
safes  to  its  Iihert3-  of  speech  and  the 
freedom  of  discussion.  From  these  nb- 
s»T\atio»s.,  ft  will  appear  that  upon  the 
whole  ease  !  am  disposed  to  sustain  the 
bequest  in  this  will,  ami  would  do  so  w*;r*e 
it  not  for  what  Mr.  George  says  with 
nwpeet  to  the  claim  of  land  owners  to 
Compensation.  He  says:  “Jt  i9  not 
merely  a  robbery  that  deprives  of  their 
birthright  the  infants  that  Hrn  corning 
into  thb  world.”  The  Vice-Chancellor 
pioted  further  and  the.  adds:  "Clearly, 
the  author,  in  these  pages,  not  only  con¬ 
demns  exist irg  laws  but  denounces  th'e 
fact  that  they  semretitl  to  land  In  pri¬ 
vate  individuals  as  robbery,  as  *a  crime. 

It  is  this  aspect  of  the  case  which  leads 
me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Court  ought 
refuse  its  aid  in  enforcing  the  provision 
»>f  this  will.  AV  atever  may  he  the  rights 
of  the  author  in  the  discussion  of  such 
questions  «it  the  abstraet,  it  certainly 
would  not  become  the  Court  to  aid  in  the 
distribution  of  literature,  which  denounces 
as  robbery  and  a  crime  an  immense  prm 
portion  of  the  judicial  determinations  of 
the  higher  courts.  *  •  *  However 

radical  Mr.  George's  books  may  be.  I  can 
find  but  tbis  one  thing  in  them  that  in  any 
sense  makes  it  my  duty  to  say  that  the 
'ourt  cannot  regard  this  bequest  as  chai-
